CORONER'S INQUIRY INTO THE 
’ DEATH OF CAPTAIN LEE, ° 

" An-inquiry into the cause which led to the 

-death of the late, Captain, E. Lee of the steam- 
ship Vangtsze, was formally opencd by the 

Coroner, Mr. H. E. Wodehouse, at the. Ma-’ 

ipistracyat 2 o'clock-yesterday afternoon, Messrs, 
W. L. Scott, W. A, F. Schmidt, and G, M. 

. Carvalho were sworn in-as a jury, and the court 
was then adjourned in order to allow the jury. to 

visit the Happy Valley to view tht. body: of the 

deceased, which had been exhumed for the pur- 

pose. The.Coroner, jury and witnesses accord- 

ingly met atthe Happy Valley at 3 o'clock, and 

after viewing the body an ,adjournment’ was 

made to the Magistracy where proceedings were 


resumed. ‘ an . 
*Ho-Ayu, servant to Captain Lee, said’ he had 

been in the ‘deccascd’s employment about ten
